PAINLESS CHILDBIRTH 
When anesthesia was first intro­ 
duced and surgical operations were 
rendered painless, a number of Eng­ 
lish clergymen protested against its 
use in childbirth. 
They claimed that the process 
was contrary to the Bible, which, 
they declared, dictated that woman 
in labor must suffer pain. 
Time has silenced their protest 
and science had made available to 
the physician attending the woman 
in labor a wide variety of drugs with 
the aid of which childbirth can be 
made practically painless. 
Still, time and time again women 
ask physicians why a drug hasn’t 
been found to “take the curse out 
of labor.” 
Such inquiries reveal an Igno­ 
rance of the problem and of what is 
available. 
There is implied in the question 
a belief that there ought to be some 
one drug that would serve all pur­ 
poses in painless childbirth. 
This belief is vain. There is no 
single 
anesthetic adapted 
to all 
cases. 
The surgeon called on to operate 
upon different persons, of different 
ages, physical condition, and for 
different ailments, selects carefully 
from a number of anesthetizing 
agents the one that best fits the 
needs of the case. 
So. too, each maternity case must 
be given individual study with re­ 
gard to the most suitable pain-elimi­ 
nating agent to be employed. 
The age, temperament, general 
health and obstetrical history of the 
patient must be taken into consid­ 
eration. 
Drugs which eliminate pain but 
interfere with the contractions of 
the uterus cannot be used to ad­ 
vantage. 
Since the pain in labor is pro­ 
longed. the effects of the pain-elimi­ 
nating drugs upon the child must 
also be borne in mind. 
All in all then, painless childbirth 
is in a relative sense possible in 
most cases but each case must be 
handled on its own requirements.

Robert McPherson; the latter was 
one of the earliest settlers in this 
part of the state, w’here lineal de­ 
scendants are a long line of leading, 
influential citizens, who were ever 
first in war, first in peace and first 
in the respect and confidence of 
their fellow'-citizens; William Mc­ 
Pherson was lieutenant in the Rev­ 
olutionary war, w’as captured at the 
battle of Long Island, and held by 
the British a prisoner of war 622 
days. 
Eight years he was a mem­ 
ber of the assembly, and w'as a 
leading, active member in securing 
the passage of the bill for the crea­ 
tion of Adams county. He was one 
of the first board of directors of 
the poor, elected in 1818.

Higher Taxes Urged As U. S. Re­ 
ports $825,302,000 Total. 
Washington, Dec. I 
(AP).—The 
federal deficit mounted to $825,302.- 
000 Monday and another admin­ 
istration .senator called higher taxes 
necessary.

“Pickett’s Charge” Misnamed; 
General Armistead Real Hero 
Of Decisive Engagement Here 


That Opinion Expressed In Nationwide Historical Feature Series Is 
Confirmed By W. C. Storrick Who Gives His Views For Gettys­ 
burg Times Readers Upon Special Request Of The Editor. 


[Chesla C. Sherlock, publisher of “Secrets of American History,” being published 
daily in metropolitan newspapers in serial form, takes for the subject of his Decem­ 
ber I release the “ Hero of ‘Pickett’s Charge’ ” and asserts th at the real hero was Gen­ 
eral Lewis A. Armistead and not General Pickett.

Times asked W. C. Storrick, Civil War historian, former superintendent of guides of 
the Gettysburg Battlefield until his recent retirement, author of G ettysburg Battlefield 
books and articles and probably one of the best versed and widest recognized local au­ 
thorities on Gettysburg battle events, to prepare an article on the subject, to which Mr.

Pickett’s Charge 


DID GENERAL PICKETT 
COME THROUGH?

T 


HE Battle of Gettysburg was 
the most sanguinary battle 
of the Civil War, and it is 
considered the “turning of 
the tide" in favor of the North. It 
was a series of events, and neither 
of* them alone was decisive, but 
each formed a link in a chain that 
was forged from day to day. 
Pickett's Charge and the Cavalry 
fight on the right flank closed the 
struggle. Pickett’s Charge has fur­ 
nished a subject for more speeches, 
historical essays, and paintings than 
any other event of the battle. 
"The Charge of the Light Bri­ 
gade" at Balaklava has been im­ 
mortalized 
by 
Tennyson’s poem; j 
otherwise it likely would have passed j 
with little notice as a great feat 
of arms. 
Perhaps, its best epitaph 
was the comment of the French 
general Bosquet who said: "It was 
magnificent but it was not war," 
and this might also be applied to 
Pickett's Charge at Gettysburg. 
It 
was without doubt the most spec- j 
tacular event of the three days* ! 
struggle, and when the assaulting 
column emerged from the dense 
clouds of smoke that enshrouded it, 
following the artillery duel of near- i 
ly two hours, and advanced in 
splendid formation toward its ob­ 
jective at the "Angle,” it called 
forth many expressions of admira­ 
tion from its opponents on Ceme- j 
tery Ridge. 
General Lee was a great strate- 1 
gist, but by many military critics 
his tactics for the third day are 
considered faulty; they think Pick- I 
ett's Charge should not have been 
made. Like Burnside at Fredericks- j 
burg in 1862, he undertook to carry 
an impregnable position with the j 
same result. 
On the morning of the third day. 
when Lee made known to Long- 
street what he expected him to do, 
and what troops were to be used. 
Longstreet was not in accord with j 
Lee, and said: 
"That will give me about fifteen 
thousand men. 
It is my opinion 
that no Ai teen thousand men ever 
arrayed in battle can take that po­ 
sition." pointing to Cemetery Hill. 
Lee. however, seemed to think it i 
could be accomplished, and in reply 
said: 
"Prepare 
Pickett’s 
Division 
for j 
the attack.” 
General Wright, who had made 
an attack on this part of Meade s j 
line on the afternoon of the second . 
day, succeeded in getting up to! 
Meade's line, which had been de- ' 
pleted by withdrawals to support 
Sickle's advanced line 
but, was 
compelled to retreat on account of 
not receiving proper support. Gen­ 
eral Wright on being asked by Gen­ 
eral Alexander what he thought of 
Lee's plan said: 
"The trouble is not in going there. 
I went there with my brigade yes­ 
terday. The trouble is to stay there

The real hero of "Pickett’s 
Charge" at Gettysburg was not 
General 
Pickett, 
but

Lewis A. Armistead. School his­ 
tories abound with engravings of

formed by the stone wall in front 
of Hancock’s troops. The leader 
of the Confederates is a bearded 
man, his sword held aloft with a 
black slouch hat on top of it. 
Underneath one reads the words: 
"Pickett’s

burg," and it is little wonder 
that millions of Americans have 
thought the brave leader was 
Pickett himself.

This success of Wright seems to 
have suggested to Lee that this was 
the 
most 
vulnerable 
point 
in 
Meade’s line. 
Meade however ap­ 
prehended an attack here in case 
another was made, and showed good 
tactics by making ample provision 
to meet it. 
A detailed narrative of the ad­ 
vance will not be given. 
This has 
been told many times by able au­ 
thors, and is generally known and 
understood. 
Instead something will 
be said of the leadership, and who 
were the heroes of the charge. 
It is the opinion of the writer 
that Pickett's brigade comman­ 
ders rather than Pickett were the 
real heroes of the charge. 
Gen­ 
eral Pickett 
wa* considered an 
able officer. 
He had distinguish­ 
ed himself in the Mexican War 
where he had won two brevets. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War 
he resigned .lune 25, 1861, and 
entered 
the Confederate army, 
and served until Lee's surrender 
at Appomattox. 
In the charge 
at 
Gettysburg he reached the 
Emmitsburg road at the C odon 
buildings where he halted. 
General Oates in his "War be­ 
tween the Union and the Confed­ 
eracy,” 232, says: “General Pick­ 
ett 
himself 
halted at a 
barn 


(Codori’s) 
about three hundred 
yards from the position of the 
Union troops and remained there 
until his division was repulsed.” 
General Oates held the rank of 
colonel at Gettysburg, and was In 
command of the 15th Alabama 
regiment of Hood’s Division of 
Longstreet's corps. 
Mrs. Pickett in her narrative of 
“Pickett and His Men” pays a fine 
tribute to his men but says nothing 
about her husband's part in the 
charge. 
Major Peyton, the only field offi­ 
cer who escaped being killed or cap­ 
tured, gives a complete report of the 
charge but says nothing about Pick­ 
ett. 
General Pickett made a report 
but it 
was suppressed. 
General 
Alexander, In his "Military Mem­ 
oirs,” says: "General Pickett wrote 
a report which reflected unjustly 
upon the brigade commanders of 
Hill's corps, among which the first 
break occurred. 
Lee returned the 
report, asking him to modify it, 
which Pickett finally neglected to 
do." 
The brigade commanders of Pick­ 
ett’s Division were Lewis A. Armi­ 
stead, 
Richard 
B. 
G arnett 
and 
James L. Kemper. 
Armistead on 
foot was in the rear when the col­ 
umn of assault was formed. 
After 
crossing the Emmitsburg road he 
forged to the front, and on reach­ 
ing the wall in advance of his men 
waving his hat upon his sword, led 
his brave Virginians with a steady 
courage which inspired his men. 
He advanced saying to his follow­ 
ers: 
“Give them the cold steel, 
boys.” On reaching Cushing’s guns 
Im? 
fell 
mortally 
wounded 
near 
where its gallant commander had 
been killed after firing his last shot. 
After he fell he asked: “Where is 
General 
Hancock?" 
Both 
had 
served in the same regiment before 
the outbreak of the Civil War and 
were very warm friends. 
By the 
irony of Fate they were opponents 
at 
Gettysburg. 
Hancock 
having 
been wounded at the same time 
was unable to come to Armistead's 
side. 
General Bingham of Han­ 
cock’s staff was sent and ministered 
to his wants. 
He was removed to 
the George Spangler farm where 
the Eleventh corps’ hospital was lo­ 
cated, and where he died the next 
day. 
Later his body was removed 
to the South. 
G arnett came here in a sick am ­ 
bulance. 
He insisted on beuig al­ 
lowed to lead his brigade in the 
charge. 
Mounted and buttoned up 
in an old blue overcoat, he rode at 
the head of the brigade until he 
fell from his horse about twenty- 
five paces from the stone wall, and 
it is said, his body was never recov­ 
ered. 
Kemper also led his men. until he 
was lifted from his horse, desper­ 
ately wounded. 
He recovered, but 
was unable to do any field service 
thereafter. 
Kemper, when wound­ 
ed, had reached a point about mid­ 
way between the Codori buildings 
and the Emmitsburg road. 
These 
three generals were the real heroes 
of the charge.

JAPAN HEARS 


Chinese Commander Gathers 
His Disorganized Forces 
Together. 


Mukden, Manchuria, Dec. I (AP) 
—Gen. Ma Chan-shan, diminutive 
Chinese commander whose army 
was turned into a fleeing rabble two 
weeks ago in the Anganchi-Tsitsi- 
har battle, has reorganized his scat­ 
tered forces and is advancing on 
Tsitsihar, 
Japanese 
headquarters 
heard Monday. 
Information 
of 
General 
Ma’s 
movements, gathered by the Jap­ 
anese intelligence service, was con­ 
sidered so menacing th at reinforce­ 
ments were dispatched to Tsitsihar. 
Orders Sent Garrison 
The garrison at the walled city, 
reduced to a few battalions after 
the occupation had been effected, 
has been ordered to be in readiness 
to move at a moment’s notice, it 
was learned from Japanese sources. 
The strength of the reinforce­ 
ments leaving here Monday was not 
announced, but the unit was de­ 
scribed as “the main body of a bri­ 


gade." General Ma’s army was said 
to be advancing from the direction 
oi Hallun. 
♦ 
Chinese Fled to Northeast 
When the Chinese were defeated 
in the Anganchi-Tsitsihar area in 
the heaviest fighting of the Man­ 
churian conflict, they fled to the 
northeast in the face of a driving 
blizzard. 
The battle th at routed 
them 
was 
fought 
in 
sub-zero 
weather. 
Since th at operation the scene of 
activity has shifted to southwest­ 
ern Manchuria, and troops were 
withdrawn from Tsitsihar by Japan 
in anticipation of a possible engage­ 
ment at Ch inchow. 
An army of 10,000 started from 
Mukden for Chinchow last week, 
but was recalled midway. 
T hat 
army 
has 
almost 
completed 
its 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
Chinchow 
area, headquarters announced Mon­ 
day, and the Chinese have advanced 
progressively as the evacuation took 
place. 
Seven trains, believed to have 
contained 
Chinese soldiers, went 
from Chinchow to Tahushan Sun­ 
day, a Japanese communique said, 
and at various points near Tahu­ 
shan 1,200 infantrymen, 1.000 caval­ 
rymen and 50 pieces of artillery 
have been spotted by airplane ob­ 
servers. 
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
